Medical Student A Winner 


In Research Competition 


Doug Mesler will be the first physician in his 
family. 

“They are all pretty excited about it, I guess, 
because it is such an idealistic thing,”’ he said. 

But, that’s not the only reason his family has 
to be excited. Mesler, a second-year student at 
the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill 
School of Medicine, is an award-winning re- 
searcher. 

His research presentation, ‘‘1,25-Dihydroxyvi- 
tamin D3 Activates Secretion of Hydrogen Per- 
oxide by Human Monocytes,’’ made him co- 
winner with Jorge Plutzky at UNC’s Student Re- 
search Day this year. Dr. Myron Cohen, assis- 
tant professor of medicine, was Mesler’s faculty 
sponsor. 

Mesler, a native of Andover and a 1982 Duke 
University graduate, became interested in 
working with Cohen after hearing the physi- 
cian’s lectures in first-year immunology course. 

Their research on vitamin D, which works in 
monocytes—a type of white blood cell—to main- 
tain calcium balance in bones, examined the 
role of the vitamin in an endocrinological func- 
tion. They sought to determine the effects of it 
on the capacity of monocytes for secretion of 
hydrogen peroxide. 

Oxygen reduction products, such as hydrogen 
peroxide, are believed to be important for the 
body’s attack of foreign substances including 
germs and some tumor cells. Mesler compared 
the responses of monocytes cultured in vitamin 
D to those cultured in a proven stimulator of the 
secretion mechanism, interferon-y. After expo 
sure to a soluble agent, vitamin D proved as 


potent as interferon-y, even in offsetting decay ‘ 


of the secretion function. 


Before working with Cohen, Mesler spent a 
year as a Winston Churchill Scholarship recipi- 
ent studying experimental pharmacology at 
Cambridge University. Research in England 
takes place at a slower pace, he said, and is 
presented in a more complete form in publica- 
tion. 

Mesler, like many UNC medical students, is 
interested in research as preparation for a ca- 
reer in general medical practice. About 60 per- 
cent of all students in the UNC medical school 
complete research projects by the time they 
graduate, although they are not required to do 
So. 

“There are so many factors involved in one’s 
(career) choice,’ he said. “But, there will al- 
ways be a need for a good doctor. I would like to 
be a real help to people.”’ 

Mesler and Plutzky were among 15 students 
selected from among more than 30 to speak dur- 
ing Student Research Day.

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Andover Man Has Led Many Lives 


By Marilyn Jackson 


One of Richard L. Wilson’s favorite 
quotations is from Lawrence Ferlinghet- 
ti. [t speaks of ‘‘constantly risking absur- 
dity and death.” 

Wilson, an Andover resident for 17 
years, is one of those people who risks 
absurdity, if not death, by trying new 
things. He is always evolving. 

His current persona is as a college En- 
glish instructor and head of Northeast- 
ern University’s Alternative Freshman 
Year Program in Boston. Wilson has 
been everything, from a minister—he 
still occasionally preaches at the And- 
over Unitarian Universalist Church—to 
a truck driver. He has two master’s de- 
grees and most of a third, and is a true 
professor. He thinks about thingsand 
talks about them. 

I see myself in a kind of great cosmic 
play in which I have the opportunity to 
play several of the parts,”’ Wilson says. 

‘I have done this vocationally, but I also 
do it with respect to the positions of phi- 
losophy—religious believer and agnostic 
‘nd scientist. These are points of view 
and it’s exciting to tr) them out. 

. ‘When I was a truck driver, for in- 
stance, I found out that there’s a world- 
view that goes with being a truck driver: 
atavistic and pragmatic. It is very down 
to earthu, very primal.”’ 

He plans to stick to his present job, 
which he has held for nearly three years, 
long enough “‘to make a real difference.” 

The Alternative Freshman Year 
(AFY) program, a part of Northeast- 
ern’s University College, is for college 
freshmen judged able to do college work 
if they take a specialized program their 
first year 

They are drilled extensively in study 
skills as well as the usual college sub- 
jects. Wilson serves as their ultimate 
counselor and coordinates the curric- 
ulum, directing a 60-member faculty 

‘‘We’re running a program to help stu- 
dents who are unprepared for college for 
various reasons and what we try to do is 
to slow down the pace and include some 
remedial courses and then gradually ac- 
celerate the learning process in the win 
ter and spring, until they’re considered 
ready for the (regular) sophomore year 
by the end of the third quarter 

The key elements are small classes, 
areful monitoring of each student’s pro- 
gress and choosing instructors who want 
to work with students who are in need of 
extra help with their basic skills 
My personal philosophy is that you 
find that education takes place when the 
instructor gets involved with the student. 

This especially applies to the AF'Y pro- 

ram: many students here have had a 


history of teachers who distanced them- 
selves and didift give the student a 
chance to relate to them 

A lot of good teachers will tend to 


come down hard on the poor students 
and nét really help them much. The good 
students are more interesting, so they 
tend to dominate the class time, and 
their work is more interesting, therefore 
t gets more attention 

This (program) is standing up for the 
people who have been kind of left behind 
by the system. Maybe they .goofed off, 


but now they're looking for an opportuni- 
ty to show what they can do.”’ 

In addition to his duties with the AF'Y 
program, Wilson teaches one or two En- 
glish courses per term for AFY students 
and regular Northeastern students 

His penchant for helping people has 
been evident in most of his endeavors 
He grew up in Pennsylvania and met his 
wife, Anne, when they were both stu 
dents at Bucknell University. Wilson ma- 
jored in psychology, philosophy and 
religion. He earned a master’s degree i 
theolgoy at Drew University and earned 
most of the credits for a master’s degree 


in English literature at Wesleyan College 
in Middletown, Conn 
Wilson became a Methodist minister 


but that did not last. “I was in the min- 
istry and I gradually found that | was 
getting involved more and more in socia 
issues. The Vietnam war came along and 
I was greatly shaken up by it and I found 
that it was difficult to continue without 
doing something about that. [| became 
divisive influence in the church (in Cran- 
ford, N.J.) because of that 

He decided to leave the ministry and 
came to Massachusetts in 1967 where for 
six years he worked with the American 
Friends Service Committee in Cam- 
bridge as New England director of youth 
programs. The groups of young people 
he organized did volunteer work for the 
draft resistance movement, the anti-bal- 
listic missile movement and the ecology 
movement 

Bowing to the committee’s rule that ar 
employee must leave after six years, 
Wilson left and became chaplain at 
Worcester Polytechnical Institute for a 
year, then took a post as program coordi- 
nator at the Rolling Ridge Church Con-

ference Center in North Andover. 

After that he flirted with a more 
earthy job, truckdriving. “I think that 
was an attempt to decide whether I was 
going to continue doing something anal- 
gous to the ministry or have a more se- 
cular job,’”’ he recalls. During the two 
years he drove an 18wheeler, Wilson alo 
lid some insurance-selling and worked 
for a Greek dairy. 

The truckdriving, however, inadver- 
tently led him to his next calling, educa- 
tion 

He was delivering potatoes from north- 
ern Maine to Southern New England. 
The time: 1976. He was using a borrowed 
trailer because his own trailer had been 
hit and was being repaired. At a potato 
company in Presque Isle, Maine, a fork- 
lift ‘‘went right through’’ the borrowed 
trailer, stranding Wilson in the area 
while it was being fixed 

He was put up at the home of a couple 
who were employed, respectively, as an 
employment counselor and a teacher at 
nearby Ricker College. Naturally, they 
had a field day talking to Wilson about 
his past employment history, and within 
a short time, he had been offered, and 
accepted, a job at Ricker College 

Wilson became a college instructor in 
political science, philosophy, religion 
English and symbolic logic. For two 
years, while Anne remained in Andover, 
Wilson lived in northern Maine, joined by 
his son, David, who became a student at 
Ricker College. Wilson also served as a 
counselor to middle-aged men who were 
retiring from the U.S. Air Force and 
were looking for something to do next is 
life. They surprised him: ‘‘! found that 


Air Force people were very individualis- 
tic.. It was nob a Jockstep group by any 


means.”’ 

The Ricker years provided another op- 
portunity for Wilson to see other kinds of 
lives and assess his own. ‘‘A lot of people 
took courses in the wintertime up there 
as a form of group therapy, for relief 
from the stir craziness of being snow- 
bound. It was within 50 miles of Canada. 
They had cabin fever. The first winter I 
was there, in January alone we had 165 
inches of snow.”’ 

Wilson returned to Massachusetts and 
joined Northeastern University as a 
graduate research assistant. He com- 
pleted a special project on cooperative 
education while earning another mas- 
ter’s degree—this one in counseling. 

Almost every job, he will admit, has 
involved some kind of counseling. “I 
guess I have always been saving souls in 
one way or another. I try to help people 
adapt and survive and be independent, 
so they can work toward their fulfil- 
lment 

‘T take the Jeffersonian view that eco- 
nomic independence is the basic require- 
ment for democratic freedom and it 
seem to me that our freedoms are imper- 
iled by very rapid change and by the 
problems of some people’s being left out 
of the new fields that are developing. 

‘That’s one of the reasons that I like 
being in the AFY program here. It pro- 
vides the opportunity to salvage some 
people who have almost missed out on 
becoming part of the educated portion of 
the American public. People who fail to 
oecome educated, I think, will become 
more and more victimized by harsh eco- 
nomic trends, leading to unemployment 
and deadend jobs.’

Deer Jump 
Walk Set 
For Sunday 


A special walk, planned jointly by the Appala- 
chian Mountain Club and the Andover Village 
Improvement Society, will take place Sunday, 
April 28, along Andover’s Deer Jump Reserva- 
tion. 

Owned by AVIS, the Deer Jump lands cover 
about 95 acres along the south bank of the Merri- 
mack River. The woodland trail follows close to 
the river’s edge, crossing several streams and 
touching an old mill site and stone dam near 
Fish Brook. The area has one of the largest col- 
lections of rare native trees and plants in New 
England. The leisurely pace of this hike is delib- 
erately determined to make it possible for par- 
ticipants to view these fine specimens and hear 
Al Retelle describe their distinctive characteris- 
tics and early uses. Among the trees to be noted 
are all five birches native in New England— 
white, grey, black, silver and red. There are 
also swamp and silver maples and numerous 
low-growing groundcovers. Many trees are 
more than 100 years old. 

AVIS and the AMC invite local residents to 
discover the beauties of this woodland area. 
Meet at 1 p.m. at the Fish Brook Pumping Sta- 
tiion off Brundrett Avenue. Take River Road, 
adjacent to Hewlett-Packard Road, a half mile 
from Route 93. The gate to the pumping station 
will be open and parking will be nearby.

Unlike the Andover Senior Center's 

program for elders (featured in 
NNSMAN on March 14, 1985) the 
nter is for those with specifi 

ed weeds. During the day they need 
1elp with their medical situations. Some 

» giabetic, others have high blood 
yressure or are recovering from a 
stroke. And the Nevins program is the 
only area center enrolling persons as 
young as age sixteen. 

“Not everyone chooses to live in a 
nursing home,”’ explained Donna Petto- 
ruto, the program director at both the 
North Andover site and its sister pro- 
gram, the seven year old Nevins Elderly 
Day Care Center, at 110 Broadway, Me- 
thuen. “This is a home environment. 
These are people that don’t want to be in

They are having trouble getting into the 
town’s Ledge Road landfill and local contractors 
say town restrictions—or the lack of regulations, 
is harming their business.

The local waters were tested for acidity and alkalinity 
contents. The lower the pH level the more acidic water 
The alkalinity level is the water’s ability to buffer or 

ept acid, Donelan explained. 

jussey’s Pond, in Shawsheen, was found to have a pH 
evel of 5.2, on a scale where a pH of 5 or lower means a 
pond is dead, or cannot support any type of plant or fish 
life. The alkalinity reading was 3.5, on a scale where a 
eading of 20 or higher would indicate a healthy pond. 

Hussey’s Pond joins 16.1 percent of the state’s water, 
‘ategorized in the most-serious category. Another 9.2 per- 
cent of the state’s waters are termed dead according to 
the study 

Donelan explained that as water becomes more acid- 
ified, or dead, it appears clear. That is, he said, because 
without plant and fish life there is no thing to cloud up the 
water 

The ARM study, which began in 1983, was conducted in

Suit For Railroad Fires 


Town officials may sue the Boston and 
Maine Railroad for damages resulting 
from three brush fires they say a B&M 
train started as it passed through town 
on Friday, April 12. 

But a problem at the crux of the poten- 
tial suit involves proving that the train 
did start the fire. B&M spokesman Den- 
nis Coffey denies that the train, which 
was heading through Andover towards 
Haverhill, started what turned out to be 
two small brush fires and a large blaze 
tiiat damaged between 75 and 100 acres, 
bringing firefighters from 14 commu- 
nities to Andover. 

Public mention of the suit first came at 
Monday’s Board of Selectmen meeting 
when Finance Director Anthony J. Torri- 
si, acting as town manager in Kenneth 
Mahony’s absence, told the board a suit 
was being considered by Town Counsel 
Alfred L. Daniels. Town officials met 
with Daniels that afternoon to consider 
bringing an action against the railroad 
company, which they charge has been

lax about keeping their right-of-ways by 
the tracks clear of brush and debris. 

Selectman Chairman William Dalton 
was enthusiastic about a possible suit, 
saying the town should try to recover the 
costs of fighting the fire at Mystic Ware- 
house and Distributing Company Inc., 
and Currier’s Express, both at 30 Lowell 
Junction Road, where firefighters bat- 
tled what some have said was Andover’s 
worst brush fire. Torrisi told THE 
TOWNSMAN that a damage suit for 
somewhere around $5,000 and $10,000 
was under consideration. While specifics 
of what might be included in such a suit 
are still unclear, Torrisi did say that, for 
example, towns who helped fight the fire 
here would be welcomed to join in on 
Andover’s suit 

“There are town costs involved in this 
and we would like to recapture our 
costs,’ Torrisi said. ‘‘We would accept 
other towns in the suit 

Daniels told THE TOWNSMAN a deci- 
sion on whether or not the town will go 


ahead with the suit should be made with- 
in a week. He is still investigating the 
matter, he said, adding that he needs to 
speak with ‘‘someone who had a pretty 
good view of the train going by.” 

That witness may be a telephone com- 
pany worker who, Health Director Ever- 
ett Penny said he had heard, by ‘‘word of 
mouth,” was working on a telephene pole 
near Mystic as the train went by. Penny 
said he was told that three or four fires 
were visible after the train passed 

The costs the town might seek to re- 
cover include overtime pay for Andover 
firefighters called to the fire as well as 
regular payment for fire and police offi- 
cers at the scene. The billing for the mu- 
tual aid firefighters who came to town is 
finder the mutual aid contracts Andover 
has with area communities, paid for by 
those towns.

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The thought of filing suit against the Boston 
and Maine railroad to recover costs incurred in a 
series brush fire seems an advisable course. 

For all intents and purposes, the ralroad has 
not shown a willingness to accept responsibility 
for the care and maintenance of property lying 
along the tracks, not only in this area, but along 
its entire route. 

Railroad ties are left along side the tracks, 
brush is allowed to grow wild and a schedule for 
reducing the amount of wild growth along the 
tracks is far too long---every three or four 
years according to a company spokesman. 

Too, the railroad seems to make no offer to 
assist local communities in combating problems 
stemming from the occasional train spewing 
flames along its rapid path. 

The fire which prompted consideration of legal 
action, burned over several acres, damaged sev- 
eral trucks at a warehouse, caused injuries, and 
compelled firefighters to be tested for possible 
exposure to toxic waste. 

Firefighters from many nearby communities 
were called to assist and remained at the scene 
for hours battling the fires which were dispersed 
in wooded areas and approaching residential and 
industrial properties. 

In North Andover this past weekend a similar 
situation existed where a passing train is be- 
lieved to have ignited fires in discarded railroad 
ties and acres upon acres of brush. 

For the most part these fires occur in remote 
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to them with sufficient equipment to battle the 
flames. As was the case in Andover, North And- 
over too, called for assistance from nearby com- 
munities, including Andover to spend the better 
part of the day chasing the main fires and the 
ones started from sparks in surrounding areas. 


Another problem stems from the fact that ac- 
cess to water is practically non-existant and tank 
trucks are depleted rapidly when faced with con- 
siderable acreage in need of attention. 

Some fire officials have suggested that the Bos- 
ton and Maine could have an old tank case filled 
with water available to be called to the scene of 
such fires, which seems a logical solution. 


A tank could be centrally in one of the railroad 
yards between Haverhill and Boston and could be 
dispatched in a reasonable amount of time to as- 
sist local firefighters. 

With sufficient quantify of water, the area 
could be deluged, which is what is required to 
extinguish such fires quickly. 


Apparently the suggestion has fallen on deaf 
ears at the railroad company, but in the spirit of 
community relations, it would be beneficial for 
the utility to make some consideration of such a 
possibility. 

In the meantime, it might be a wise idea for 
Andover’s selectmen to initiate some legal action 
against the railroad, if for no other reason than to 
get their attention and maybe get them to accept 
some responsibility for the property they have in 


locations making it difficult for firefighters to get 


the several communities they pass through.

Torrisi told the select- 
men on Monday that Downs had ordered 
B&M to remove creosote soaked ties 
from along the tracks. 

“Over the years we have had a prob- 
lem with the B&M Railroad setting fires 
along the railroad tracks,’’ Downs said, 
explaining that a fire along railroad 
tracks started in North Andover and 
spread to Haverhill this weekend, also, 
he said, attributable to B&M trains. And- 
over firefighters responded to mutual aid 
calls at that fire. 

“I feel strongly that something should 
be done,’’ said Downs.

EPA representatives have toured the 
Mystic site and are also involved in mon- 
itoring the progress of the clean-up there 
and at SF. 

The ability to detect hazardous materi- 
als at a fire scene or at the site of an 
explosion or chemical spill is of concern 
to the Board of Selectmen who talked 
Monday night about investigating the 
costs of equipment to measure such haz- 
ards. 

“Tt took DEQE two to three hours to 
respond,”’ said Selectman Donn Byrne of 
the Mystic blaze that brought firefight- 
ers frpm 14 communities to Andover. 
“Only when they (DEQE) got there did 
we find that there were toxic fumes in 
the air. Two or three hours is a long time 
to be exposed to fumes.”’ 

Across the railroad tracks from Mystic 
is the GSF plant, where some town offi- 
cials were worried that the fire might 
spread. 

DEQE is also in charge of the clean-up 
on that site, under the direction of EPA- 
licensed Franklin Pumping Service, of 
Wrentham. The GSF site, though secure 
and not a threat to the public health, was 
once home to a company which manufac- 
tured eurethane foam. Chemicals in- 
volved in that process, and later found 
inside and outside of the building after 
its owners abandoned the site, include 
carcinogens toluene diisocyante and 
mthylene chloride, also polyether polyol, 
arsenic chloride, a cyanide solution and 
methylene diisocyanate

More Vandalism In Schools 


Once again an Andover public school 
was the vandals during the 
town’s public school vacation week 

This time the damage occurred at 
West Elementary School, Beacon Street, 
where Andover police discovered four 
breaks over the course of five days, the 
last break resulting in theft of equipment 
and cash from the school. 

The first entrance into West, the larg- 
est of the town’s four elementary 
schools, was logged on Tuesday, April 16, 
at 7:13 a.m., followed by breaks on Fri- 
day, April 19, at 7:09 a.m., Saturday, 
April 20, at 6:07 a.m., and the final 
break, also on Saturday, some time be- 
tween 7 and 10 p.m. 

Andover detectives believe that each 
time one or more persons entered the 
building through a window they broke, 
explained Det. Kevin Winters. Police 
have no suspects in the case said Winters 
who is investigation the breaks along 
with Det. David Grant. 

Because of the breaks earlier in the 
week, and because the schools were 
losed for the week, Andover police were 


target of 


checking the buildings often, Winters 
said. 
During the last school vacation, in 


February, windows were broken at the 
West Junior High and the Sanborn and 
Bancroft elementary schools. Two weeks 
later Doherty Junior High School was 
ransacked. These earlier vandalism 
cases were solved by Andover police. 
Winters guessed that none of the juve- 
niles involved an the other vandalism 
were involved in the West School dam- 
age. 

The detectives theorize that whoever 
broke into the building wandered around 
during the earlier breaks, before the 
thefts on Saturday evening. Winters said 
they found a melted ice cream bar, taken 
from the teachers’ room refrigerator, af- 
ter the first break. 

Police were at the school early Satur- 
day evening, making a routine check «~ 
all of the town’s schools. Winters said 
they left the West Elementary some time 
before 7 p.m. and when they returned 
just after 10 p.m. they noticed the final 
break, he said. 

On Saturday night the vandals broke 
three inside windows once in the school 
One of those windows was on the door 
into Principal John Coyle’s office, which 
the vandals entered. They wheeled a 150- 
pound safe from Coyle’s office outside 


Satellite Dish Among 
Zoning Agenda Items 


The Zoning Board of Appeals has

their leases— before he can afford to 
work on his half-acre property.
